NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On November 21, 2012, Deputies Tai Plunkett and EE were involved in an off- 
duty use of force incident in the city of Burbank. 


Deputy Plunkett was pumping gas into his personal vehicle at the 76 Gas Station located 
at 2417 N. San Fernando Blvd., in the city of Burbank. He saw a female adult Hispanic, 
victim running eastbound on Buena Vista Street through traffic. She ran 
to the area north of the gas station convenience store. She was being chased by a male 
adult Hispanic, later identified as ni Suspect Trino Godinez. 


Deputy Plunkett believed the male was trying to rob the female of her purse until he saw a 
female Hispanic juvenile run over to the location and start pulling on the male's jacket. 
Deputy Plunkett believed that a family dispute was occurring therefore, he decided to go 
over and attempt to diffuse the situation. 


IAB Note: See Exhibit “B,” photograph depicting area where Deputy 
Plunkett was located and the area he responded to when he saw the 
commotion between the suspect and victim. 


As Deputy Plunkett walked over to the location of the dispute, Suspect Godinez took a 
large kitchen knife from his waistband and started stabbing the female adult, in her 
stomach. Two female juveniles pulled on the suspect's shirt and yelled for him to stop. 
Deputy Plunkett began to run to the location which was approximately 20 feet away from 
him. As Deputy Plunkett ran to help the victim, he remembered he did not have his gun 
with him. He made the decision to show his badge to the suspect and announce that he 
was a Deputy Sheriff, hoping his actions might stop the suspect from stabbing the victim. 


When Deputy Plunkett reached the location of where the suspect was assaulting the 
victim, he showed the suspect his badge and announced that he was a Deputy Sheriff. 
Suspect Godinez stopped stabbing the adult female momentarily and looked at Deputy 
Plunkett and his badge. The suspect then continued stabbing the victim. Deputy 
Plunkett put his badge away and proceeded to distract the suspect by getting close to 
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him. As the suspect struggled with the female adult victim and two juvenile females, 
Deputy Plunkett was able to get close enough to “almost” grab the suspect. As Deputy 
Plunkett attempted to grab the suspect, the suspect directed the knife toward Deputy 
Plunkett's abdominal area and attempted to stab him. At that point Victim fell to 
the ground and was able to move a few feet away from the suspect. Deputy Plunkett 
backed up, dodged the knife, and squared off with the suspect. The suspect looked at 
Deputy Plunkett for a second and then turned around and moved toward the Victim in 
who was lying on the sidewalk a few feet away. 


Suspect Godinez knelt over the victim and continued to stab her abdominal area. 
Fearing the suspect was going to kill the victim or gravely injure her, Deputy Plunkett 
kicked the suspect in the head with his right foot and shin. Deputy Plunkett could see 
that the suspect was stunned as a result of being kicked in the head, but the kick did not 
deter the suspect from hovering over the victim with the knife attempting to stab her. 
Deputy Plunkett kicked the suspect in the head a second time with his right foot and shin. 
The second kick had little to no effect on the suspect. The suspect continued to hold the 
knife over the victim, attempting to stab her. Deputy Plunkett kicked the suspect a third 
time, at which time the suspect stopped assaulting the victim and began to lose 
consciousness. The suspect fell on top of the victim. He was still holding the knife. 
The victim was able to move from under the suspect's unconscious body to safety. 


Deputy Plunkett put his body weight on the suspect's back and grabbed his right arm in 
order to restrain him. The suspect began to regain consciousness. He began wrestling 
with Deputy Plunkett and attempting to push his body off the ground while holding the 
knife. Deputy Plunkett held the suspect's hand that contained the knife and struggled to 
restrain him. Deputy Plunkett ordered the suspect repeatedly to drop the knife and stop 
trying to get up. Deputy Plunkett said a citizen came up to where they were struggling 
and helped to gain control of the suspect by striking him on the head with a pipe wrench. 


IAB Note: Witness the man who used the pipe wrench, said he 
struck the suspect on the back with the pipe wrench. 


Several other people joined in to restrain the suspect. Deputy B was off- duty and 
just happened to be driving into the 76 Gas Station to get gas when he saw several males 
scuffling near the gas station. 


IAB Note: Only two of the people who helped Deputy Plunkett restrain the 
suspect were identified. The other citizens left the scene before Burbank 
police officers could identify them. The people who were identified were 
Deputy J and Witness 


As Deputy [EM got out of his vehicle and proceeded to put gas into it, he recognized 


one of the men involve in the scuffle as Deputy Plunkett, his former radio car partner and 
academy classmate. 
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IAB Note: See Exhibit “D,” photograph depicting area where Deputy i 
was located and the area he responded to when he saw the scuffle 
involving Deputy Plunkett. 


Deputy [went over to the location of the struggle and asked Deputy Plunkett what 
was going on. Deputy Plunkett told him that Suspect Godinez had stabbed his | 
Deputy noticed a knife near the suspect and that the suspect was struggling to get 
up. He also noticed that Deputy Plunkett was tired from the struggle. Deputy| 

placed his right foot on the suspect's left shoulder in order to help Deputy Plunkett and a 
few other men restrain the suspect. As they struggled with the suspect, Deputy 
Plunkett asked Deputy EE if he had any handcuffs. Deputy told him that he 
had flex cuffs in his car and ran to his vehicle to get them. When he returned with the flex 
cuffs, he was able to place a flex cuff on one of the suspect's wrists. The suspect's 
hands were bloody, therefore the deputies were not able to cuff the suspect's other wrist. 
Both deputies along with approximately two other citizens struggled with the suspect, 
attempting to restrain him. They were able to restrain the suspect until the first Burbank 
P.D. officer arrived. 


When the first Burbank P.D. Officer arrived on the scene, she said she saw that the 
suspect’s legs were tied together with a string as if someone tried to hobble his legs and 
connect them to the flex cuffs. Both Deputies Plunkett and said they did not 
restrain the suspect's leg with a string nor attempt to hobble or tarp the suspect. They 
said there were other men on the scene helping restrain the suspect who may have 
attempted to control his legs in that manner. Those men left without being identified by 
Burbank P.D. 


The suspect was then handcuffed with the Burbank PD officer's handcuffs. The suspect 
was transported to Providence Saint Joseph Medical Center and arrested for Attempted 
Murder. 


Deputy Plunkett injured his right foot and shin during the incident. He was seen and 
treated at U.S. Health works.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 
Deputy Tai Plunkett 


Deputy Plunkett was interviewed on August 20, 2013, at 1309 hours by Sergeants 
Brenda Parker and Mark Reyes. The interview was audio recorded. 


Deputy Plunkett said that on November 21, 2013, he was off from work. He had just 
taken his children to school. As he was driving down the street he noticed his car 
needed gas. He went to the 76 Gas Station at 2417 N. San Fernando Blvd., in the city of 
Burbank. Deputy Plunkett said while he was pumping gas into his vehicle, he saw a 
female Hispanic adult running in the street eastbound on Buena Vista through traffic. 
She was being chased by a male Hispanic adult. The female ran to the area of the gas 
station north of the pumps on the eastside of the gas station convenient store. The male 
Hispanic caught up with her and grabbed her from behind. He saw a young juvenile 
female who was crying, run and grab onto the male adult from behind, and attempting to 
pull him away from the female adult. 


Deputy Plunkett said at first he thought the male was trying to snatch the female’s purse 
until he saw the female child crying and in distress. He then believed that it was some 
type of family disturbance. Deputy Plunkett walked over to their location to try to 
deescalate the situation. As he walked to the their location, he saw another young 
female juvenile, about ten years, old run over and start grabbing the male while crying. 
Deputy Plunkett said when he was approximately 20 feet away from them, he observed 
the male, later identified as Suspect Godinez, pull a large kitchen knife out of his 
waistband with his right hand. He began stabbing the female adult, who was identified 
as Suspect Godinez lg Victim Deputy Plunkett said he started running over to 
their location and was thinking “Is that a knife?” He then thought “where is my gun?” 
remembering he left it at home. Deputy Plunkett said he made the decision to show the 
suspect his badge, hoping that would get the suspect to stop assaulting.» When 
Deputy Plunkett arrived at their location, he displayed his flat badge and verbally

identified himself as a peace officer. He said Suspect Godinez momentarily stopped, 
looked at him, looked at his badge, and continued stabbing the victim. 


Deputy Plunkett said he put his badge away and tried to distract Suspect Godinez by 
getting close to him and attempting to grab him. He said the suspect took his attention 
off of the victim and the suspect lunged toward his (Plunkett's) abdomen with the knife. 
He said when the suspect tried to stab him, the suspect's fell to the ground. Deputy 
Plunkett said he backed up and squared off with the suspect, which allowed the victim to 
get away and move over to the sidewalk. Suspect Godinez ran over to the sidewalk area 
where his was, knelt over her and continued stabbing her in the abdominal area. 


Deputy Plunkett said he left his gun at home because he doesn’t usually carry it while he 
is off-duty. He said he realized that he could use deadly force in this incident. Fearing 
that the suspect was going to kill or gravely injure the victim, he kicked Suspect Godinez 
in the head with his right foot and shin. He could see that the kick stunned Suspect 
Godinez a little, but the suspect continued to hover over and stab the victim. Deputy 
Plunkett kicked the suspect again in the head. The kick had a little more effect on the 
suspect, but he continued to hover over her holding the knife. Deputy Plunkett kicked 
the suspect a third time in the head, at which time the suspect appeared to lose 
consciousness and fall on top of the victim. 


IAB Note: See Exhibit “C,” location where Deputy Plunkett fought 
with and used force on Suspect Godinez. 


Deputy Plunkett said the victim was somehow able to get away from underneath the 
suspect's body. Deputy Plunkett put his body weight on the suspect's back and grabbed 
the suspect's right arm, while the suspect was still holding the knife. Deputy Plunkett 
said Suspect Godinez began to regain consciousness and was trying to push up off the 
ground. He gave the suspect commands to drop the knife, and to stop trying to get up. 
Deputy Plunkett said at that point, an unknown civilian came up from behind and hit 
Suspect Godinez in the back of the head with a pipe wrench, at which time the knife was 
dislodged from the suspect’s hand. Deputy Plunkett said four to five other people came 
over to where they were detaining the suspect and started kicking him while he was on 
the ground. Deputy Plunkett ordered the people to stop kicking the suspect, which they 
did. 


Deputy Plunkett gained control of the suspect's left arm with the help of three or four other 
people. He had the suspect's left arm behind his back but the suspect was bleeding, so 
his arm was slippery and difficult to hold. He then saw Deputy spond to his 
location. He asked Deputy [IIE if he had any handcuffs. He said Deputy [told 
him he had flex cuffs and he ran back to his car to get them. He said they were 
attempting to handcuff Suspect Godinez with the flex cuffs when the Burbank Police 
Department arrived. He cuffed the suspect's hands with the Burbank Police Department 
officer's handcuffs. 
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Deputy Plunkett wrote a memo on November 21, 2012 to Sergeant Hanson detailing this 
incident and the force he used. The memo is included in the miscellaneous documents 
section of this report. 


Deputy NE 


Deputy EE was interviewed on August 20, 2013, at 11:33 hours, by Sergeants Brenda 
Parker and Mark Reyes. The interview was audio recorded. 


Deputy said on November 21, 2012, he was on a pre-scheduled day off from work. 
He was driving his personal vehicle southbound on Buena Vista, approaching San 
Fernando Road in the city of Burbank, heading to the 76 Gas Station. He was waiting for 
the light to turn green on San Fernando Road, so he could turn eastbound when he saw a 
couple of males involved in a scuffle near the gas station. Deputy[turned into the 
gas station, grabbed the gas hose nozzle, and walked towards the front of his car and 
looked to his right. He recognized that one of the males involved in the scuffle was one 
of his old partners and Sheriff's Academy classmates, Deputy Plunkett. 


Deputy EE approached the scuffle. He was armed with his off-duty weapon in his 
waist band and badge in his pocket. He said Deputy Plunkett told him that the man he 
was scuffling with, and trying to restrain, had just stabbed his Deputy ill: aid 
he saw a knife on the ground in close proximity to the suspect, saw that the suspect was 
trying to get up off of the ground, and saw that Deputy Plunkett was tired. Deputy| 

said he put his right foot on the suspect's left shoulder in order to hold him down. He said 
there was another male there that grabbed the suspect's feet. He said Deputy Plunkett 
asked him if he had any handcuffs. Deputy aid he told Deputy Plunkett that he 
had flex cuffs in his car. Deputy) said he took his foot off of the suspect's shoulder 
and ran to his car and got his flex cuffs. 


When Deputy [returned to the scuffle, he put one of the flex cuffs on the suspect's 
wrist. He said he tried to apply the second one, but it kept slipping due to the large 
amount of blood that was coming from the suspect's wounds. Deputy [said a 
female Burbank P.D. Officer arrived with her handcuffs, and they helped her put the 
handcuffs on the suspect. Deputy said after he helped cuff the suspect, he got up 
from his kneeling position and walked away. 


Deputy J wrote a memo to Captain Gonzalez on November 27, 2012 detailing this 
incident and the force he used. The memo is included in the miscellaneous documents 
section of this report. 


Burbank Police Department Officer Statements: 


Sergeant 


Sergeant [said he and his partner Detective [responded to the scene of a 
domestic violence/stabbing call. He said they were the first police unit to arrive. Hea 
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male, identified as Suspect Godinez lying face down in the alley south of the 76 Gas 
Station. Suspect Godinez was handcuffed behind his back with “Flex-cuffs” and his legs 
were “hog tied” with string. The suspect’s head was bleeding profusely. He observed 
Deputy Plunkett holding the suspect down and saw a large butcher knife on the ground 
near Suspect Godinez’ feet.

Detective EE said he and his partner Sergeant M sponded to the scene. He 
saw a group of people on the east side of Buena Vista Street. The small group was 
located at the mouth of the alley of San Fernando Blvd. and Buena Vista Street, behind 
the 76 gas station. He observed Suspect Godinez lying on his stomach face down. The 
suspect was being detained by several males. The suspect's hands were restrained 
behind his back with flex cuffs and his legs appeared to be tied behind his back towards 
his hands with what appeared to be a rope. Detective Bi said the suspect's face 
was covered in blood. He saw Deputy Plunkett kneeling at the suspect's right side. He 
said Deputy Plunkett appeared to be holding the suspect's hands and restraining him so 
that he would not move. Deputy Plunkett's hands and forearms were covered in blood. 


Detective said Witness was standing over the suspect's head and using 
his right foot to restrain him. Witness was holding a pipe wrench. He also 
observed Witness Deputy land several other unidentified 
males who were assisting in restraining the suspect on the ground. He stated that in the 
initial chaos of the incident, the unidentified males left the scene prior to being identified. 


Detective [EE said as he approached the suspect and the men restraining him, he 
noticed that the suspect was resistant to the males restraining him. He said as patrol 
units arrived, he directed them to detain the suspect from the witnesses and citizens who 
initially restrained him.

Officer [said when he arrived at the scene of the incident, he observed several 
people in the alley, kneeling on the ground. He noticed they were controlling Suspect 

Godinez who was lying face down on the ground. As he approached, he observed that 
Suspect Godinez had his hands behind his back and they were being held by flex cuffs. 
He noticed a thin white rope tied to the suspect's wrist. The rope was connected to his 
feet and his legs were crossed at the ankles and pulled up behind him with the rope tied 
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|

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around his ankles. 


Officer [EEE aia he saw that the suspect's face was covered in blood and that it 
seemed to be coming from a wound on the left side of his forehead. He saw three males 
“standing” around the suspect, who was lying face down on the ground. The first man, 
Deputy Plunkett was kneeling on the ground on the suspect's right side securing the 
suspect's ankles. The second male was bent over Suspect Godinez’ left side. That 
male had his hands on the suspect's “cuffed/tied” hands, maintaining control of them. 
Officer [Es aid the third male, known as wires as kneeling 
on the suspect's left side. He said the witness appeared to be assisting Deputy Plunkett 
and was holding a pipe-wrench.

Victim said at approximately 0740 hours she and and 
arrived at the 76 Gas Station to meet with her estranged Suspect 

Godinez. She said they had pre-arranged to meet at the gas station for Å 

exchange of] . She said the suspect was going to drop her off at work 

and keep for the day. After getting gas, the suspect was driving her to 

her job. She said he began yelling at her and calling her names. She said the suspect 


started hitting her. She said she jumped out the car and banged on the window of 
another vehicle trying to get help. 


Victim ll «aid Suspect Godinez chased her, caught her, and started attacking her 
with a knife. She struggled, kicked and tried to get away. She said she saw an 
opportunity to get away from the suspect, but before she could break free, the suspect 
thrust the knife toward her stomach and stabbed her. She forcefully pulled back from the 
suspect, breaking his grasp on her. She said she fell to the ground, landing on her back. 


Victim BM said as she lay on the ground, the suspect advanced on her with the knife. 
He continued to attempt to stab her. The victim said she believed that her [EE and 
a passerby intervened and distracted the suspect’s focus on her. She said when she 
realized the suspect was not advancing on her anymore, she got up off of the ground, 
turned to run, and was met by a passerby who guided her to the “Boys and Girls Club”

Witness Hs aid her drove her and her © Burbank to see their 
HH. They met him on the corner of Buena Vista and San Fernando, at the gas station. 
She said the suspect paid for some gas and got into the driver seat of the vehicle. As 
they drove down the street the suspect told the victim to direct them to where they were 
living so he could drive them there. The victim refused. She said the suspect got mad 
and started hitting the victim. She said when the car stopped at a red light, the victim got 
out and started to run. The suspect jumped out of the vehicle, leaving it in the roadway 
and chased the victim. Witness [said she jumped out and ran after the suspect. 
She saw the suspect holding a knife next to the victim’s head. She grabbed the suspect 
by the arm and tried to pull him away from the victim. The suspect then struck Witness 
a: the face with his right elbow. 


Witness [I said the victim was able to break free and run away. The victim fell and 
the suspect went and kneeled over her. Witness [EE said she could no longer see 
the knife and she did not see the suspect making any stabbing motions. She said she 
noticed the victim was crying and holding her stomach. There was blood coming from 
the victim's stomach area and she could not stand on her own. The witness said she and 
ner an to safety at the Burbank Boys and Girls club.

Witness was interviewed on November 21, 2012, by Officer of 
Burbank P.D. See Burbank P.D. investigation package for a more detailed account of 
Witness IEEE statements (Exhibit A). 


Witness | told Officer EE that he was in his company truck, with his 
partner, riding on the passenger side. He said they were traveling westbound on Buena 
Vista Street from San Fernando Boulevard. He noticed a male and female struggling 
with each other in the 76 gas station, where the cashier's office is located. He female 
appeared to be trying to get away from the male. He also saw two children standing next 
to them. He said it appeared to him that he was witnessing a robbery take place. He 
said he noticed that the male was holding a knife in his hand. He then saw the male stab 
the female in her stomach. Witness [said he grabbed a pipe wrench and got out 
of the truck. He saw that Deputy Plunkett was trying to pull the suspect away from the 
victim. 


When Witness [EEE arrived in the area where Deputy Plunkett and the suspect were 
struggling, he said he noticed that the suspect was still holding the knife in his hand and 
was trying to hold onto the victim with his other hand. He said he heard Deputy Plunkett 
telling the suspect to let go of the victim. Victim aid he believed the suspect 
was attempting to stab the victim again. Witness said he hit the suspect in the 
back with a pipe wrench. He said Deputy Plunkett then kicked the suspect in the face 
which caused him to drop the knife, fall to the ground, and strike his face on the sidewalk. 
Witness Hs: approximately four other people came and helped them hold the 
suspect on the ground until Burbank PD arrived.

He said there was another male standing 
next to them that appeared to be using a cell phone. He did not see anything else.

Suspect Godinez refused to talk to IAB investigators upon their arrival. However, 
Suspect Godinez did give a statement to Sgt. Tuinstra of Santa Clarita Valley Station on 
November 21, 2012. 
Suspect Godinez told Sgt. Tuinstra that his obtained $30,000 from a family member. 
His was supposed to bring the money back to the family but she spent it. Suspect 
Godinez said he "lost it.” He said he was on top of MA a parking lot when he was 
struck with a crow bar. He did not know who struck him and he was not certain if he had 


been kicked in the head. He said he was experiencing pain in his chest area.
